LONDON (AP) — A man rare 
coin dealers called the world’s 
greatest counterfeiter was sen­ 
tenced to two years in prison 
yesterday.

Hayakawa Appointment 
Fitting, Well-Deserved 


The California State College Board 
of Trustees gave Br. S. I. Hayakawa a 
vote of confidence by installing him 
as president of San Francisco State 
College. 
It was a fitting and deserving ap­ 
pointment for the courageous seman- 
ticist from Mill Valley who refused to 
bow to a show of force by dissidents 
and managed to keep the riot-torn 
campus from a complete shutdown last 
winter and spring. 
His critics contend that his promo­ 
tion will only lead to more strife. Dis­ 
sident students are reported to be or­ 
ganizing even now for a renewed at­ 
tack against the Hayakawa adminis­ 
tration this fall. 
In seeking the permanent appoint­ 
ment, Dr. Hayakawa appears deter­ 
mined to see through the unenviable 
job he took over last fall when he was 
picked as acting president. 


OF THE MANY ordeals that he has 
had to endure, several stand out in 
sharp relief — the man in a tam-o- 
shanter leaping on a sound truck and 
pulling wires from a loudspeaker and 
then lunging to retrieve his hat which 
was knocked off in the scuffle; the 
man on the speaker’s platform refusing 
to yield in the face of angry militants 
crowding around and onto the stage.

nounced publicly that he would listen 
to requests such as for improved black 
studies and ethnic studies programs.

ON ONE POINT, he has remained 
steadfast—There can be no negotia- 
tions and no deals under duress.

Can Private Operator Rescue 
Cal-Expo From Financial Woe?

One of the many attem pts of 
the state Legislature to resolve 
the difficulties of Cal Expo, 
the virtually defunct all-year, 
state-wide exposition planned 
some years ago. is AB 2006. by 
Assemblyman Peter F. Scha- 
barum . R-Covina. before the 
Assembly ways and means 
com m ittee. 
The $34 million extravagan­ 
za is completely bogged down 
with financial difficulties, and 
doubts exist as to whether it 
can ever be revived either by 
private or public capital, al­ 
though the state does plan to 
nold a “ state fair" this year 
on the new fair site 
Many explanations are given 
for this failure to perform on 
schedule, but when they are

all boiled down, the one really 
valid explanation is the lack of 
money to complete the exposi­ 
tion, and get it going as origi­ 
nally envisioned. And the lack 
of money results from two 
sources — first the lack of rev­ 
enue, and second, the reluct­ 
ance of the Legislature to pro­ 
vide additional funds for the ex­ 
position. Many mem bers feel 
as though further appropria­ 
tions would be tossing good 
money after bad. 


THE SCHABARUM m easure

the “showplace” of the state, 
which it was intended to be in 
the first place. 


The bill in the first place 
creates an “executive commit­ 
tee” designating the director 
of finance, the state controller, 
and the secretary for agricul­ 
ture and services as the three 
members, none of whom are 
elected or appointed on the ba­ 
sis of their particular knowl­ 
edge of dictating the operation 
of an exposition. 
The bill further lodges vir­ 
tually all of the authority of 
operating the exposition in the 
hands of the secretary of agri­ 
culture and services, who is an 
appointee of the governor. 


U N D E R THIS executive 
committee, which is charged 
with providing for and super­ 
vising the operations, would be 
a private corporation, some­ 
what similar to the one that 
was junked previously, to han­ 
dle operations, but under such 
restrictive measures, it would 
be tremendously handicapped 
in providing a suitable exposi­ 
tion and fair. 
The bill also demands anoth­ 
er two-year “study” of the 
feasibility of earning on the 
project, and the bill states ex­ 
pressly that “the Legislature 
does not intend to invest addi­ 
tional funds in the exposition 
until a complete and thorough 
study is made of the economic 
feasibility of the exposition, 
and that the government enti­ 
ties benefitted most be willing 
to make a financial commit­ 
ment to its future " 


THIS PRESAGES participa- 
t»on by the city and county of 
Sacramento, which has been 
viewed coldly by the local gov- 
ern mentí concerned. 
In effect, the proposal does 
little, if anything, in promoting 
the future of the California Ex­ 
position and Fair, except to 
make it more difficult to find 
private enterprise which will 
take the white elephant off the

That record is 
now in the Pentagon being 
sanitized, which means often 
that only the blanks are left in 
a puzzle to be solved by a few 
specialists with inside know 1- 
edge. 
Secretary of Defense Mel­ 
vin R. Laird became acutely 
sensitive, as he carried the ad­ 
ministration load in the ABM 
controversy, at the suggestion 
that his estimate of the Soviet 
missile threat differed from 
that of Richard Helms, direc­ 
tor of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. Laird told Chairman 
J. William Fulbright of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee that he would like to 
appear with Helms to show 
there was no real difference 
between them. 
Fulbright a f t e r consulting 
committee members proposed 
that the confrontation be in 
open rather than closed ses­ 
sion. This w:as, of course, im­ 
possible, since the CIA direc­ 
tor never testifies in public. It 
was extraordinary enough that 
he s h o u l d appear with a 
high-ranking 
cabinet 
officer 
who had challenged the com­ 
m ittee to prove any disagree­ 
m ent between them. For those 
who have labored to make the 
CIA a strictly professional, non- 
political 
organization 
t h i s 
seemed above and beyond the 
call of duty.

possible. 
Helms had testified that the 
Soviet m i l i t a r y planned a 
city-wide defense of Moscow 
with their ABMs. known in the 
P e n t a g o n code as Galosh. 
They had planned to install 
more than 100 launchers. 
But then, and this was the 
dram atic thrust of Helms* tes­ 
timony. after 60 to 65 launch­ 
ers were put in place, a halt 
was called. The best evidence 
was that doubts had increased 
about Galosh's effectiveness. 
The development was stopped 
so that with further research a 
breakthrough might result in a 
truly defensive weapon. This is 
the case' made by many oppo­ 
nents of the Nixon Administra­ 
tion's Safeguard ABM, who 
argue against spending $7 to 
$11 billion to deploy two mis­ 
siles when so much doubt still 
exists as to their capability. 
As to the Talinn Line around 
Leningrad, Helms’ testimony 
was 
similar, 
although 
with 
r a t h e r less supporting evi­ 
dence. Talinn had also been 
planned as a city-wide de­ 
fense. using the same, in ef­ 
fect. experimental launchers.

W IT H THE confrontation 
continuing hour after hour ten­ 
sions built upon in the commit­ 
tee room.

Conduct Diplomacy In The Nude; 


It May Prove Quite Revealing 


WASHINGTON — There is 
so much nudity In the arts 
these days that It's losing its 
shock value, t predict that if 
the trend continues, we’re all 
going to take nudity for grant­ 
ed, and no one Is going to get 
too excited about It any more. 
Rather than fight It, 1 be­ 
lieve we should figure out 
ways of adapting nudity to 
other spheres of our society* 
such as politics and diploma­ 
cy. 
For a start, I think it would 
be a good idea for the Soviet- 
Amencan disarmament talks 
to be heM in the nude, with all 
participants sitting around the 
table unclothed. 
Now, before you start writing 
letters to your editor, let me 
explain 
the 
advantages 
of 
holding the disarmament con­ 
ferences in the nude. 


FIRST, IT WOULD show 
that both parties have nothing 
to hide and ire willing to ne­ 
gotiate1 tn good faith. When 
you're talking to someone with 
no clothes on and you have 
none oA yoUrseif, It’s almost 
impossHMt to Us. 
Another reason why nudity 
could work at a disarmament 
conference is that without any 
clothel, the conferees would 
soon forget that they were 
Russians and Americans and 
would start thinking of them* 
selves as members of the 
same human race. 
One of the more obvious ar­ 
guments in favor of a nude 
disarmament 
conference 
i s 
that neither skta could accuse 
the other of having something 
up Us sleevos. 
Nor would there be any dan­ 
ger of the parties carrying 
b u g KI n g devices on them 
(providing no one with a hear­ 
ing aid would be permitted to 
be a delegate). 
At the beginning, when the 
delegates arrive and leave the 
conference hall, they could 
cover themselves with their 


brief cases, but I’m sure that 
after a few days they’ll be less 
self-conscious and this won't 
be necessary. 


IF THE IDEA works and we 
have a good disarmament con­ 
ference, it is my feeling that 
the principle could be adapted 
in other areas. 
For example, if all military 
officers were made to discard 
their uniforms and ribbons 
and appear in the nude, 1 
doubt if anybody — Russians, 
Americans, Chinese or snyone 
else — would have much In 
terest in military matters. 
Whether we like it or not. 
the uniform is one of the big 
attractions in waging wars, 
and without clothes, it would 
be very difficult for someone i 
to give orders without the sub- J 
ordinate breaking up in laugh-1 
ter. 
After the military, the next I 
step would be to force all o u r, 
politicians to take off their I 
clothes before going about the 
government's business. In this 
way the public would see their i 
politicians for what they really' 
are, and congressional debates 
between Everett Difkeen and 
William Fulbright would bel 
more revealing.

"The women oí this nation 
can. if they will, do more to 
change public attitudes about 
alcoholism than any other sin­ 
gle force — provided they are 
able to understand this ill­ 
ness.” 
In an interview at her home 
in Sausalito this was the 'point 
strongly emphasized by Flor­ 
ette White Pomeroy, chosen 
last year as one of the 10 wom­ 
en of the year in the Bay 
Area. 
Mrs. Pomeroy is an authori­ 
ty on the subject, for she is the 
executive director of the Na­ 
tional Council on Alcoholism, 
San Francisco area, and she 
frankly admits, “ Alcoholism is 
an illness, and I suffered from 
it. 
“It is a combination of phys­ 
ical. emotional and psychologi­ 
cal factors. It is a physical al­ 
lergy to some component in al­ 
cohol, and a lot of research is 
going on to discover what the 
chemical X factor is that 
makes some people alcoholics 
and others not. Some doctors 
think it has to do with the 
manner in which the liver me­ 
tabolizes alcohol.” 
MBS, POME BOY HAD just 
r e t u r n e d from attending a 
wreek-long school of alcohol 
studies at Utah University, 
where every facet of alcohol­ 
ism was studied and in which 
her particular part was lectur­ 
ing and leading group discus- 
s i o n s concerning philosophy 
and action of voluntary citi­ 
zens groups concerned with 
the problem. 
A slim and striking white- 
haired woman, Mrs. Pomeroy 
went on to explain why she be­ 
lieves women should be so vi­ 


tally concerned with the prob­ 
lem. 
"Women and their families 
suffer from this problem even 
if they are not a l c o h o l i c s 
themselves.” she says, and a 
study shows that IS years ago 
the sex ratio among alcoholics 
was 20 per cent women and 80 
per cent men. whereas now it 
is 40 per cent women and 60 
per cent men. 
“MANY WOMEN ABE hid­ 
den alcoholics in the home.” 
she says. “The woman who is 
bored at home is increasingly 
becoming a victim of this ill­ 
ness, but she is often able to 
mask it until she is in its grip. 
“The important thing is to 
recognize the early signs while 
she still has the mental capac­ 
ity to recognize what is hap­ 


pening Any changes in drink­ 
ing habits are danger signs. 
Getting drunk more than once 
ought to be of concern, not 
morally, but as a first sign she 
may have a problem. 
“IN MANY WAYS women 
suffer more acutely than men 
because they are supposed to 
be held in esteem, and when 
they become victims, their be­ 
havior affects their families 
and their sense of resentment 
against themselves is enor­ 
mous 
“ I think women can do a 
great deal to help because 
women banded together have 
brought about many changes 
in other fields, but they must 
be concerned, and tetter in­ 
formed. especially about early 
d eJ e c t i o n and prevention

“ALCOHOLISM M L S I be 
recognized as a very complex 
illness,” she continued. "Ham­ 
pering progress are beliefs 
that it is a moral issue or a 
matter of will power. Both of 
these myths have been explod­ 
ed in the work that has teen 
done during the past 25 years. 
The climate in which the alco­ 
holic suffers must be changed 
So long as a majority of people 
hold to the view that the alco­ 
holic is hopeless, he is going to 
see himself in this light.” 
Mrs. Pomeroy also operates 
the San Francisco municipal 
court school for prevention of 
alcoholism. 
She explained. "A judge has 
the option when people are 
brought 'before him on drunk 
charges of giving them proba­ 
tion subject to attendance at 
four sessions of this school de­ 
signed to bring them informa­ 
tion about the disease. About 
10 per cent of them are identi­ 
fied as having problems that 
could lead to alcoholism.” 
M r s. Pomeroy’s personal 
story shows that her promin­ 
ence in. her present position is 
not the only reason for her 
selection as a woman of the 
year. 
Born in Seattle in 1910, she 
was graduated from the Loy­ 
ola University College of Law 
in Los Angeles just before the 
great depression. Instead of 
practicing law she became' in­ 
volved in the emergency relief 
programs in the 1930s. She 
was director of the state relief 
administration for Sacramento 
County from 1937 to 1939. 
Then, after two years with the 
California Physicians Service 
in San Francisco, she went to 
Washington. D.C., where she 
was on the national staff of the 
Works Progress Administra­ 
tion ÍWPAK 
During World War If she 
was with the National Housing 
Administration (NHA) in Wash­ 
ington. In 1945 she went to Eu­ 
rope, and her work in the dis­ 
placed persons program of the 
United Nations Relief and Re­ 
habilitation 
Administration 


iUNRAI took ter to many 
cities before she settled four 
and a half years in Vienna 
FOB A YEAR and a half 
there she was director of the 
UNRA t r a c i n g bureau, in­ 
volved with the many details 
of locating missing persons 
and re uniting families. WTien 
this work was turned over to 
the Austrian Red Cross, ¿he 
became deputy chief of the In­ 
ternational Refugee Organiza­ 
tion. the successor agency to 
UNRA.

Fund, a distinguished national 
first for a woman. 
WHEN IN IttC the five unit­ 
ed f u n d s , including Marin, 
merged into the United Bay 
Area Crusade, she became 
director of agency relations 
and held this position until 
January, 1968. when she began 
her present work as executive 
director of the National Coun­ 
cil on Alcoholism. She had 
worked with it as a volunteer 
for ten years before that. 
A brief marriage in 1955 ac­ 
counts for her name as Mrs 
Pomeroy. 
Somehow this busy woman 
finds time for other interests.

The full 
Judiciary Committee is also ex­ 
pected to approve the bin. when 
it considers it next week.

Like the Colt .45 of frontier 
days, it’s the “equalizer.” 
A decade ago few depart­ 
ments had shotguns as standard 
equipment in squad cars. Now 
they’re 
common. 
And being 
used. Some jurisdictions even 
employ sawed-off models, dead­ 
lier due to wider spread of pel­ 
lets. 
What is the shotgun’s role in 
law enforcement? Most depart­ 
ments; say they should be used 
only when an officer feels his 
life, or the life of an innocent 
person., 
is 
threatened. 
Some 
agencies have detailed shotgun 
manuals. Others leave use to 
the discretion of the officer. 
.In. the Burbank bar shooting' 
the suspect was unarmed. A. 
coroner's jury called the shot­ 
gun death justifiable homicide. 
Because the weapon .is. so 
awesome, there can be strong 
reaction, to its use in some situ­ 
ations. 


“At close range no other po­ 
lice arm matches its shocking 
power...It need hot be precisely 
aimed, but may be only pointed 
...The shotgun has a dangerous 
range of Vz mile. The shot pat­ 
tern at this range can cover 
an area up to 200 yards in 
width. For this reason, extreme 
caution must be used in popu­ 
lated areas.” 
The manual warns, too, of 
firing at a felon in an auto­ 
mobile — “buckshot can smash 
through an automobile body... 
and cause injury or death to 
all occupants.” 
The manual adds: “Another 
common misconception is that 
projectiles come out of the muz­ 
zle in a spray without direction. 
On the contrary, the 12 gauge 
shotgun, is an extremely accur­ 
ate and. dependable weapon at 
dose range with buckshot.**

The manual says the shotgun 
finds its; best use in. such sit­ 
uations as roadblocks, prison, es­ 
capes and searches for known 
felons. 
The standard, weapon ¡is 1.2 
gauge, carried in. patrol, cars 
with four rounds, in the maga- 


‘GREAT FEAR’ 
“The sound of a shotgun be­ 
ing cocked,” says Sgt. Don Mc­ 
Clelland, training officer at the 
Los; Angeles Police Academy, 
“can .inspire great fear.” 
Says Police Chief Elmer Bris­ 
coe of Reno, Nev..,, where they 
use the sawed-off models: “If 
you show a shotgun to a person 
he 
generally 
comes 
to 
a 
screeching halt. You can miss 
with a handgun, but you don’t 
miss with shotguns. A shotgun 
is a. lot more effective weapon, 
if you. have to use a weapon.” 
Carson County;, Nev., Sheriff 
Robert. Humphrey comments: 
“My own preference .is. the shot­ 
gun, simply because psycholog­ 
ically it has a tremendous ef­ 
fect. Everybody knows what a. 
12 gauge will do. Also, it doesn’t 
take a whole lot of sophisticated, 
training for a man to be able 
to use It with a. fair degree 
of accuracy.” 
Oakland Police Chief Charles 
R. Gain says most squad cars 
in. his city are manned by one 
officer, and, one man with a 
shotgun is two or 'three times 
as effective as one man with, 
a. handgun... 
In ¡San Diego, shotguns are 
available, but only supervisors 
can, 
determine whether 
an 
emergency is serious enough, so 
they should be' carried. In San, 
Diego County, undersheriff Bill 
Woods says, “ We don’t pull a, 
shotgun unless they are thugs 
who really mean to kill you..** 
He Tecalis deputies, once killed 
with shotguns two men, who 
burst from, a hotel after an arm­ 
ed robbery,, guns blazing. 


“The 
increasing 
violence 
everywhere has splashed over 
.into Beverly Hills,” he says. 
Even fire departments pack 
shotguns in some cities, partic­ 
ularly those where rioting has 
occurred,. San. Bernardino May­ 
or Al C. Ballard says: “ We 
haven’t had a. bit of trouble 
since we equipped, the Fire De­ 
partment with them three years, 
ago, and that speaks for itself.” 
The guns aren’t carried on 
rigs, however, and Ballard says 
they might be used only .in cas­ 
es where firemen were fired, 
upon, or stoned.

And the school 
has now outlawed shotguns for 
its small security staff. 
There are times; when, a shot­ 
gun is out of place, says Ca.pt 
Paul, Bra.ts.ch of the .Los.

Forest, under protection of the 
crown, have their own laws and 
their own names for things. For 
example, forest 
called “agisters,1 
called “commons.” They even. 
have their own court and their 
own capital. 
One particular law, called 
“The Common of Mast.” gives 
New Forest dwellers the right 
to turn pigs loose to forage for, 
acorns. 
“The Commons of Estover” 
gives them the right to cut a 
specified quantity of wood from 
the forest. The wood, however, 
must be used at a house in the 
forest.

Forest

allows 
anyone to take wood “by hook 
or by crook,” meaning that one 
is entitled to any fallen wood 
that

cutting. This right also applies 
to the picking of wild fruit and 
the Use of running water, 
“Rights of Turbary” permits 
the cutting of turf, for burning 
on the cottage hearth.

The forest is the home of the 
New Forest pony descendants 
of the original small hardy 
horses of ancient Britain. 
Residents of the forest pay 
pony fees to an “agister” who 
tailmarks the animal and then 
gives the money to the clerk of 
the verderers.

Unease over an alleged inva­ 
sion of a T erra Linda neighbor­ 
hood park by unruly teen-agers 
is putting residents on edge and 
posing p r o b l e m s for Marin 
County sheriff’s officers. 
It is fast becoming a com m u­ 
nity issue in the Orange Blossom 
Lane-Orris T errace area where 
little Oleander Park is located. 


“ We’ve got a nasty situation 
here and its only a m atter of 
time until a serious incident 
occurs,” Cecelia Martz, vice 
chairm an of the Terra Linda 
Recreation and P ark District 
board, told the Independent- 
Journal. 


“ My phone has been ringing 


constantly.” said John A. Colis- 
tra, c h a i r m a n of the park 
board. 
Phone calls from irate resi­ 
dents have reached sheriff’s de­ 
partm ent switchboards 
at the 
rate of one every hour and a 
half for the past three nights, a 
departm ent spokesman said. 


Residents charge that gangs 
of 30 to 60 youths congregate 
nightly to hold im prom ptu box­ 
ing m atches, drink wine, beer 
and 
“ harder stuff” 
and drag 
race along O l e a n d e r Drive. 
P ark watchers also hint at illicit 
sex taking place in dark corners 
of the park.

Nixon Issues Warning 


On Health Care Crisis 


WASHINGTON (AP) - P resi­ 


dent Richard M. Nixon said to­ 


day the nation faces “ a massive 


crisis” in health care and placed 
his seal of approval on a collec­ 
tion of proposals to do some­ 
thing about it. 


Nixon told newsmen that de­ 
mand for health care is increas­ 
ing so much faster than the sup­ 
ply of professionals and facili­ 
ties available that there could 
be a national breakdown in the 
area unless action is taken with­ 
in two to three years. 


The President helped unveil 
an eight-page “ Report on the 
Health of the Nation’s Health 
Care System .-’ signed by Robert 
II. Finch, secretary of health, 
education and welfare and Dr. 
Reger 
O. 
Egeberg. 
assistant 
secretary-designate. 


Finch and Egeberg listed a 
broad 
variety 
of 
concrete 


moves, 
proposals 
and 
ideas 


that, 
where 
not 
previously 


adopted, have at least been un­ 


der wide discussion in Congress 


and

ment. 


Much of the report's emphasis 


was on spiraling costs of the 


medicaid program , which was 


described as “ badly conceived 
and badly organized.”

President's 


Son, Herbert 


Hoover, Dies 


PASADENA (AP) - H erbert 
Hoover 
Jr. 
shunned 
publicity 
most of his life and when lie 
died at age 65 yesterday there 
were no press announcements 
of his passing. 
The son of the late president 
served as the No. 2 m an in the 
State D epartm ent from 1954 to 
1957 under the late John Foster 
Dulles. 
Hoover 
died 
in 
Huntington 
Community Hospital which said ! 
he had 
been 
hospitalized 
for 
about a week. Spokesman de­ 
clined to nam e the illness or 
give the cause of death. 
Hoover once said there were 
three ingredients that m ade life 
worth living for him—-the out­ 
doors. far away places and m in -; 
ing engineering. 
Shunning politics most of his 
life, Hoover, an engineer like 
his father, m ade his profession­ 
al m ark as an inventor and ad ­ 
m inistrator in the fields of m in­ 
ing. radio and electronic engi­ 
neering. 
It was his experience in oil 
mining that brought him reluc­ 
tantly into public life. Serving 
as a trouble shooter for Dulles. 
Hoover 
was 
instrum ental 
in 
healing 
the 
rift 
between 
the 
British and the Iranians over 
the 
nationalization 
of 
British- 
held 
oil 
concessions 
in 
1954. 
Shortly after the success of his 
work in the oil dispute he was 
nam ed undersecretary of state.

The three rifle salutes echoed back from the bare 
slopes of Quail Hill, muffled drumbeats of history. 
A fleeting shiver touched the warm air as taps 
drifted down the hill, a requiem for yesterday's young 
men, a banshee for tomorrow's. 
A Marine Corps major knelt before the solemn­ 
faced boy and gave him the folded flag from his big 
brother's coffin near the grave at San Rafael's Mount 
Olivet cemetery. 


The boy stood and handed the 
flag to his parents. 
Pressing the flag to her. Mrs. 
Serge 
L. 
Cincotta 
stood 
and 
faced the relatives, friends — 
and som e strangers — who had 
i come to Mount Olivet to mourn 
j her fallen son, Tom, killed in 
Vietnam 11 days before. 
Mrs. 
Cincotta, 
in 
a 
simple 
white dress squared with red 
and blue lines, stood erect under 
the bright sky, turned blue now 
from the morning's earlier bul­ 
let gray. 


Softly and eloquently, she 
said 
she 
prayed 
her 
son’s 
death was not in vain. She 
spoke of the war that has div­ 
ided the nation and begged 
her hushed listeners to under­ 
stand that her son, who would 
have been 19 a week ago yes­ 
terday. died for what he be­ 
lieved in. 


She and her family realized, 
she said, there were m any who 
opposed the war 
and 
pleaded 
with those people to understand 
that Tern Cincotta believed he 
was 
lighting 
to 
defend 
their 
right to oppose it. 
“We’ve got a great countey,” 
she had said before the funeral. 
“ He died for what he believed. 
He died for his country. We 
hope it was not in vain. We hope 
people will r e m e m b e r those 
boys who are still there.”

sung words that echoed what 
Tom C i n c o 11 a ’s mother had 
been saying since she and her 
husband learned of his death 
from one of his M arine buddies 
in Vietnam:

SACRAMENTO (AP) - Pro­ 
posals for a commission to pre­ 
serve San Francisco Bay from 
filling and uncontrolled develop­ 
m ent encountered criticism to­ 
day from two m em bers of the 
Senate Finance Committee. 
Sens. John Schmitz, R-Tustin. 
and 
Ralph 
Dills, 
D-Gardena 
raised objections as proponents 
of save-the-bay bills presented 
their m easures before the com ­ 
mittee. 


Without passage of legislation 
this year, the Bay Conservation 
and Development 
Commission, 
which now controls filling of the 
bay, would die. 
The com mittee is expected to 
take the m easures under study 
and put together its own bill. 
Some

and

of 
them applauded witnesses who 
spoke in favor of the bills.

told 
Sen.

refused to renom inate Dr. Wil­ 
liam F. Upton for appointment 
to the county planning com m is­ 
sion 
because 
he 
“ totally 
ig­ 
nored” criticism of planning op­ 
erations. 


In a press statem ent he said 
was intended to “ sum m arize my 
views . . . now that a little time 
has passed and possibly some 
perspective 
gained,” 
Mclnnis 
said 
“ During a period of over two 
years . . . I voiced loud and 
clear criticism and complaints 
of our planning operation. I had 
no desire to dictate to the com ­ 
mission, but I believe that I am 
obliged to raise pertinent criti­ 
cism as I see it and I believe 
that the commission is obliged 
to 
consider 
criticism 
arising 
from responsible p e r s o n s or 
agencies. . . . 
“ My questions and criticism 
were totally ignored by the man 
holding the position which I was 
to fill by appointment. 
If he j 
would not respond to me. how 
could I expect him to respond to 
the 
p u b l i c which 
we 
both j 
served. . . . " 
Under a system t h r o u g h 
u'hich supervisors have largely 
unchallenged powers to appoint 
planning 
commissioners 
from 
their districts. 
Mclnnis 
chose 
Marinwood insurance m an Jack 
G. Nixon to replace Upton, a 
San Rafael dentist and a conser­ 
vationist. Mclnnis said at the 


time ot Nixon’s unanimous ap­ 
pointment June 17 that he was 
not voting against Upton, but 
that “ I wish to bring a younger 
person for a perhaps more vig­ 
orous approach and in my opin­ 
ion representative of the newer 
element of Marin County ” 


Upton had served on the com ­ 
mission for 16 years, but M cln­ 
nis said in his statem ent that 
the commission “ is not a pri­ 
vate 
club 
in 
w h i c h 
time- 
in-service generates a proprie­ 
tary m em bership .” 
Nixon was one of M clnm s’s 
key cam paign leaders when he 
was elected to the board of su­ 
pervisors in 1966 
“ Jack nixon was one of the 
first nam es suggested to me bv 
various others,” Mclnnis said 
“ Several others were proposed 
and given serious consideration, 
but Mr. Nixon stayed in the c a t­ 
egory of ‘most desirable.’ F ar 
from it being a political payoff’ 
as some have suggested, at v a r­ 
ious tim es he indicated to m e 
that he would prefer that I not 
ask him to take 
the 
appoint­ 
m ent.” 
Mclnnis said that, on Nixon’s 
recommendation, he asked m an ­ 
agem ent 
counsultant 
Edw ard 
M. Lewis of Los Ranchitos to 
take the post, but “ it developed 
that Mr. 
Lewis’ work simply 
would not permit the planning 
commission activity and I then 
directly asked Jack Nixon to ac­ 
cept the appointment. I know 
that m any others had urged him 
to do so and he accepted.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Gaylord A. Nelson has charged 
'the Department of Agriculture 
with sitting on a report con­ 
demning 
the general 
use of 
DDT. 
Agriculture 
officials 
denied 
any such report exists, but did 
announce yesterday the depart­ 
ment had ordered a temporary 
halt in the use of nine persistent 
or 
long-lasting 
pesticides 
in­ 
cluding DDT — in government 
pest control programs. 
The 
Wisconsin 
Democrat 
; called on Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Clifford M. Hardin to ban 
use of the toxic pesticide alto- 
gether. 
Nelson said the department 
has kept the report quiet be­ 
cause “ they haven’t done any­ 
thing about it.’’ 
Dr. G. W. Irving Jr., adminis­ 
trator of the USDA’s agricultur­ 
al research service, and Harry 
W. Hays, director of the pesti­ 
cides regulation division, said 
no such recommendations have 
been made to Hardin. 


“ If there had been a report I 
would have known about it,” 
Irving said. 
Nelson acknowledged the re­ 
port may not yet have reached 
Hardin’s desk. But he added: 
“There is no doubt in my mind 
the report exists.” 
He 
contended 
the 
depart­ 
ment's temporary halt to use of 
DDT in its own programs was a 
“ridiculous palliative” designed 
to assuage pubhc opinion. 
“The Department of Agricul­ 
ture is America’s worst offend­ 
er,” Nelson 
asserted. 
“ It is 
locked in with the agricultural 
interests that use DDT.” 
Nelson said Hardin set up a 
special intradepartmental com­ 
mittee to study the National 
Academy of Sciences-National 
Research Council 
Report On 
Persistent Pesticides. 
The USDA committee recom­ 
mended a ban on aerial dusting 
with DDT and use of the pesti­ 
cide in “aquatic areas”—near 
lakes, rivers and streams, he 
said.

POSEN, Mich. (AP) - Ten 
persons died today in a roaring 
farmhouse fire outside this Pol­ 
ish, potato-growing community 
in northeastern Lower Michigan, 
firemen said. 
Air who died were related. 
Seven were children ranging in 
age from 15 months to 16 years. 
The toll was the highest in re­ 
cent Michigan history. Twice 
since 1950, eight died in two sep­ 
arate fires. 
Of 12 who normally lived in 
the two-story home, only two 
survived. One escaped. Another 
was visiting in nearby Alpena. 
Edward Gralewicz, 48. who 
escaped, said the fire broke out 
in the first-floor laundry room 
about 1:30 a.m. and spread with 
incredible speed. Fire Chief Ray 
Wosniak said it may have been 
caused by faulty wiring. 
Dead are Anthony Gralewicz, 
85, Edward’s father; Theresa

Of Apollo 11 Countdown 


CAPE KENNEDY. Fla. (AP) 
— A leak developed in pressuri- 
zation system of the Apollo 11 
rocket today and a crew rushed 
in to find it, raising the possibil­ 
ity of a delay in tonight’s sched­ 
uled start of the final countdown 
for the moon landing mission. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration reported 
the leak was in the helium gas 
system used to pressurize fuel 
tanks in the first stage of the 
36-story Saturn 5 rocket. 
The helium is stored in bottles 
in the liquid oxygen propellant 
tank. 
The exact location of the leak 
was not known and access doors 
were opened to permit a crew of 
technicians to enter the tank, 
which holds 334.000 gallons of 
liquid oxygen.

Hayakawa Appointment 


Fitting, Well-Deserved 


The California State College Board 
of Trustees gave Dr. S. 1. Hayakawa a 
vote of confidence by installing him 
as president of San Francisco State 
College. 
It was a fitting and deserving ap­ 
pointment for the courageous seman- 
ticist from Mill Valley who refused to 
bow to a show of force by dissidents 
and managed to keep the riot-torn 
campus from a complete shutdown last 
winter and spring. 
His critics contend that his promo­ 
tion will only lead to more strife. Dis­ 
sident students are reported to be or­ 
ganizing even now for a renewed at­ 
tack against the Hayakawa adminis­ 
tration this fall. 


In seeking the permanent appoint­ 
ment, Dr. Hayakawa appears deter­ 
mined to see through the unenviable 
job he took over last fall when he was 
picked as acting president. 


OF THE MANY ordeals that he has 
had to endure, several stand out in 
sharp relief — the man in a tam-o- 
shanter leaping on a sound truck and 
pulling wires from a loudspeaker and 
then lunging to retrieve his hat which 
was knocked off in the scuffle; the 
man on the speaker’s platform refusing 
to yield in the face of angry militants 
crowding around and onto the stage.

AFFAIRS OF STATE 
Can Private Operator Rescue 
Cal-Expo From Financial Woe?

SACRAMENTO (CNS) - 
One of the many attempts of 
the state Legislature to resolve 
the difficulties of Cal Expo, 
the virtually defunct all-year, 
state-wide exposition planned 
some years ago, is AB 2006, by 
Assemblyman Peter F. Scha- 
barum, R-Covina, before the 
Assembly ways and means 
committee. 
The $34 million extravagan­ 
za is completely bogged down 
with financial difficulties, and 
doubts exist as to whether it 
can ever be revived either by 
private or public capital, al­ 
though the state does plan to 
hold a “ state fair” this year 
on the new fair site. 
Many explanations are given 
for this failure to perform on 
schedule, but when they are

all boiled down, the one really 
valid explanation is the lack of 
money to complete the exposi­ 
tion, and get it going as origi­ 
nally envisioned. And the lack 
of money results from two 
sources — first the lack of rev­ 
enue, and second, the reluct­ 
ance of the Legislature to pro­ 
vide additional funds for the ex­ 
position. Many members feel 
as though further appropria­ 
tions would be tossing good 
money after bad. 


THE SCHABARUM measure 
is an attempt to revise the law 
to permit private enterprise to 
take over the exposition and 
fair, but as it is written, would 
appear to drive private enter­ 
prise away from the venture 
rather than encouraging a re­

the “ showplace” of the state, 
which it was intended to be in 
the first place. 
The bill in the first place 
creates an “ executive commit­ 
tee” designating the director 
of finance, the state controller, 
and the secretary for agricul­ 
ture and services as the three 
members, none of whom are 
elected or appointed on the ba­ 
sis of their particular knowl­ 
edge of dictating the operation 
of an exposition. 
The bill further lodges vir­ 
tually all of the authority of 
operating the exposition in the 
hands of the secretary of agri­ 
culture and services, who is an 
appointee of the governor. 


U N D E R THIS executive 
committee, which is charged 
with providing for and super­ 
vising the operations, would be 
a private corporation, some­ 
what similar to the one that 
was junked previously, to han­ 
dle operations, but under such 
restrictive measures, it would 
be tremendously handicapped 
in providing a suitable exposi­ 
tion and fair. 
The bill also demands anoth­ 
er two-year “ study” of the 
feasibility of carrying on the 
project, and the bill states ex­ 
pressly that “ the Legislature 
does not intend to invest addi­ 
tional funds in the exposition 
until a complete and thorough 
study is made of the economic 
feasibility of the exposition, 
and that the government enti­ 
ties benefitted most be willing 
to make a financial commit­ 
ment to its future.” 


THIS PRESAGES participa­ 
tion by the city and county of 
Sacramento, which has been 
viewed coldly by the local gov­ 
ernments concerned. 
In effect, the proposal does 
little, if anything, in promoting 
the future of the California Ex­ 
position and Fair, except to 
make it more difficult to find 
private enterprise which will 
take the white elephant off the 
hands of the state. 


nounced publicly that he would listen 
to requests such as for improved black 
studies and ethnic studies programs. 
Had it not been for the strikers, he 
said that a black studies program 
would have started in the spring semes­ 
ter and an ethnic studies curriculum 
in the fall. We are convinced he will 
continue to press for these programs. 


ON ONE POINT, he has remained 
steadfast—There can be no negotia­ 
tions and no deals under duress. 
It is probably no coincidence that 
this firmness was one of the points 
stressed in a report from eight col­ 
lege presidents who surveyed campus 
disorders nationwide and released 
their findings last month. 
The report concluded that there 
should be no negotiations of demands 
under duress; that is, when personnel 
are detained or buildings occupied. It 
must be made clear that there can be 
no amnesty for civil or criminal law­ 
breakers, the college presidents de­ 
clared. 
The decision by the state college 
trustees to continue the firm leader­ 
ship exemplified by Dr. Hayakawa is 
a logical one. 
Dr. Hayakawa needs this vote of con­ 
fidence and the continued backing of 
the community and moderates on the 
campus as he faces another trying 
year.

WASHINGTON - As back­ 
ground for the antiballistic 
missile debate in the Senate 
is the record of one of the most 
curious confrontations in the 
history of a body that has seen 
so much of human squalor arid 
human nobility. That record is 
now in the Pentagon being 
sanitized, which means often 
that only the blanks are left in 
a puzzle to be solved by a few 
specialists with inside knowl­ 
edge. 
Secretary of Defense Mel­ 
vin R. Laird became acutely 
sensitive, as he carried the ad­ 
ministration load in the ABM 
controversy, at the suggestion 
that his estimate of the Soviet 
missile threat differed from 
that of Richard Helms, direc­ 
tor of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. Laird told Chairman 
J. William Fulbright of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee that he would like to 
appear with Helms to show 
there was no real difference 
between them. 
Fulbright a f t e r consulting 
committee members proposed 
that the confrontation be in 
open rather than closed ses­ 
sion. This was, of course, im­ 
possible, since the CIA direc­ 
tor never testifies in public. It 
was extraordinary enough that 
he s h o u l d appear with a 
high-ranking 
cabinet 
officer 
who had challenged the com­ 
mittee to prove any disagree­ 
ment between them. For those 
who have labored to make the 
CIA a strictly professional, non- 
political 
organization 
t h i s 
seemed above and beyond the 
call of duty. 


SOME MONTHS e a r l i e r 
Helms had given the commit­ 
tee a professional estimate — 
the agreed estimate of the in­ 
telligence community — of 
what the Soviets were doing to 
build a defensive wall with 
antiballistic missiles. Helm’s 
careful appraisal, in the top- 
secret c a t e g o r y , was very 
much in the minds of commit­ 
tee members as the two men 
faced them. The extent of the 
Soviets’ ABM defense relates 
directly to Laird's main argu­ 
ment — that the Russians are 
building a first-strike capabili­ 
ty w h i c h w’ould wipe out 
A m e r i c a *s Minutemen and 


make a retaliatory strike im­ 
possible. 
Helms had testified that the 
Soviet m i l i t a r y planned a 
city-wide defense of Moscow 
with their ABMs, known in the 
P e n t a g o n code as Galosh. 
They had planned to install 
more than 100 launchers. 
But then, and this was the 
dramatic thrust of Helms’ tes­ 
timony. after 60 to 65 launch­ 
ers were put in place, a halt 
was called. The best evidence 
was that doubts had increased 
about Galosh’s effectiveness. 
The development was stopped 
so that with further research a 
breakthrough might result in a 
truly defensive weapon. This is 
the case made by many oppo­ 
nents of the Nixon Administra­ 
tion's Safeguard ABM, who 
argue against spending $7 to 
$11 billion to deploy two mis­ 
siles when so much doubt still 
exists as to their capability. 
As to the Talinn Line around 
Leningrad, Helms’ testimony 
was similar, although with 
r a t h e r less supporting evi­ 
dence. Talinn had also been 
planned as a city-wide de­ 
fense. using the same, in ef­ 
fect. experimental launchers. 


W I T H THE confrontation 
continuing hour after hour ten­ 
sions built upon in the commit­ 
tee room. Helms squirmed, as 
one senator put it later, but he 
did not back down. His origi­ 
nal estimate of Soviet ABM 
capability stood for the record 
For a civil servant who has 
tried with some success to 
keep out of public controversy 
it was an extremely difficult 
position. 
After six months in a post as 
demanding as any in govern­ 
ment Laird is the supersales­ 
man. Even those most strong­ 
ly opposed to his views on 
ABM and the testing of the 
multiple-warhead m i s s i l e , 
MIRV, take a charitable view 
of his role. That is what he 
has been told to do in a 
position he certainly did not 
seek. If he pushes too hard at 
times — his mother is report­ 
ed to have said, “ Mel, you 
sound as though you're trying 
to scare people” — it is the 
zeal of the earnest, small-town 
advocate weighted down wnth 
a 
responsibility almost too 
much for any solitary' human 
being. 


IN LANDS ABROAD 


Middle East On Brink 
Of Full-Scale Fighting

the Big Four recessed their 
Mideast peace talks indefinite­ 
ly. And in the Middle East, the 
fighting e dg e d up another 
notch t o w a r d full-scale re­ 
sumption of the 1967 war. 
Actually, the situation is not 
quite so bad as such a bare 
summary would suggest. 
U.S.-Soviet talks on the Mid­ 
east will continue and a certain 
amount of agreement has been 
reached between the two pow­ 
ers in a position to influence 
Mideast affairs. 
The Soviets, who no longer 
insist on an Israeli withdrawal 
from its forward positions as a 
first condition of peace, have 
indicated they would partici­ 
pate in any international po­ 
lice force that might be as­ 
signed to the area. And they 
seemingly are slowing down 
the flow of arms to the Arab 
nations. 
A final communique issued 
after Soviet-Syrian talks in 
Moscow put more emphasis 
on agricultural and cultural 
programs than it did on mili­ 
tary hardware. 


THERE ARE frustrations on 
all sides. 
In attempting to persuade 
the Arabs to accept the reality 
of Israel’s existence, the Rus-

sians are running into the 
same frustrations as did the 
United States in the 1950s. 
To forestall any Big Four or 
Big Two attempt at an im­ 
posed settlement and in the 
face of United Nations con­ 
demnation, the Israelis aban­ 
doned any pretext of a negoti­ 
able position in Jerusalem and 
d e c l a r e d they were taking 
over the whole city perma­ 
nently. 
They also d e c l a r e d they 
would keep the Golan Heights 
of Syria, the Gaza strip, not­ 
withstanding its hostile Arab 
p o p u l a t i o n , and Sharm el 
Sheik at the mouth of the 
Gulf of Aqaba. 


ON THE OTHER hand, 
while the Israelis remained 
confident of their ability to 
deal with the Arabs militarily, 
the last thing they wanted was 
more Arab territory and the 
burdens of policing it. 
And despite increasing Arab 
confidence in their ability to 
handle their new R u s s i a n 
weapons, the Arabs also had 
their problems. 
One of these was the Pales­ 
tinian commandos operating 
independently of governments 
and rejecting any but a mili­ 
tary settlement of the war 
with Israel. 
Despite a r e p o r t e d with­ 
drawal of Palestinian forces 
from Lebanon, a government 
crisis brought on by their pres­ 
ence there persisted. 


JORDAN, WITH an estimat­ 
ed 15,000 of the commandos on 
its soil, had felt the repeated 
stings of Israeli retaliation and 
also was trying to bring the 
commandos under control be­ 
fore they toppled King Hus­ 
sein's government. 
But the problem facing the 
rest of the world, and particu­ 
larly the United States and 
Russia, wfas that the fighting 
w-as spreading from air and 
artillery duels to quick thrusts 
on the ground by regular army 
forces on both sides. Continua­ 
tion could tempt either side to 
a quick settlement.

Conduct Diplomacy In The Nude; 


It May Prove Quite Revealing 


WASHINGTON - There is 
so much nudity in the arts 
these days that it’s losing its 
shock value, i predict that if 
the trend continues, we’re all 
going to take nudity for grant­ 
ed, and no one is going to get 
too excited about it any more. 
Rather than fight it, I be­ 
lieve we should 
figure out 
ways of adapting nudity to 
other spheres of our society, 
such as politics and diploma­ 
cy. 
For a start, I think it would 
be a good idea for the Soviet- 
American disarm am ent talks 
to be held in the nude, with all 
participants sitting around the 
table unclothed. 
Now, before you start writing 
letters to your editor, let me 
explain 
the 
advantages 
of 
holding the disarm am ent con­ 
ferences in the nude. 


FIRST, 
IT WOULD 
show 
that both parties have nothing 
to hide and are willing to ne­ 
gotiate in good faith. When 
you’re talking to someone with 
no clothes on and you have 
none on yourself, it’s almost 
impossible to lie. 
Another reason why nudity 
could work at a disarmament 
conference 1$ that without any 
clothes, the conferees would 
soon forget that they were 
Russians and Americans and 
would start thinking of them­ 
selves 
as 
mem bers 
of 
the 
same human race. 
One of the more obvious ar­ 
guments in favor of a nude 
disarm am ent 
conference 
i s 
that neither side could accuse 
the other of having something 
up its sleeves. 
Nor would there be any dan­ 
ger of the parties carrying 
b u g g i n g devices on them 
(providing no one with a hear­ 
ing aid would be perm itted to 
be a delegate). 
At the beginning, when the 
delegates arrive and leave the 
conference 
hall, 
they 
could 
cover themselves with their 


brief cases, but I’m sure that 
after a few days they’ll be less 
self-conscious and this won’t 
be necessary. 


IF THE IDEA works and we 
have a good disarm am ent con­ 
ference, it is my feeling that 
the principle could be adapted 
in other areas. 
For example, if all m ilitary 
officers were m ade to discard 
their 
uniforms 
and 
ribbons 
and appear in the nude, I 
doubt if anybody — Russians, 
Americans, Chinese or anyone 
else — would have much in­ 
terest in m ilitary m atters. 
Whether we like it or not. 
the uniform is one of the big 
attractions in waging wars, 
and without clothes, it would 
be very difficult for someone 
to give orders without the sub­ 
ordinate breaking up in laugh­ 
ter. 
After the m ilitary, the next 
step would be to force all our 
politicians to take off their 
clothes before going about the 
government’s business. In this 
way the public would see their 
politicians for what they really 
are, and congressional debates 
between Everett Dirksen and 
William 
Fulbright would be 
more revealing.

Mrs. Hospkins reported the 
group was looking for a house to 
occupy. She said the facility 
would be staffed round-the-clock 
by married couples and estimat­ 
ed monthly operation costs at 
$800. 
The commission asked Mrs. 
Hoskins to return at its Aug. 13 
meeting after it had time to re­ 
view her proposal. The commis­ 
sion had sought $10,000 under 
the 1969-70 county budget for 
youth activities, but this was cut 
by County Administrator Alan 
Bruce on the ground that such 
programs should not be funded 
until a county youth commission 


was formed to review such re­ 
quests, 
“ I think that once the youth 
commission is established we 
should get out of this ball 
game." said Salin.

Born in Seattle in 1910. she 
was graduated from the Loy­ 
ola University College of Law 
in Los Angeles just before the 
great depression.

Then, after two years with the 
California Physicians Service 
in San Francisco, she went to 
Washington. D C., where she

War II she

ington. In 1945 she went to Eu­

Nixon's Voter 


Rights Bill 


Is Bypassed 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
A 
House judiciary subcommittee 
today bypassed President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon’s proposed voting 
rights legislation and approved 
a five-year extension of the ex­ 
isting law. 


The administration proposal 
to shift the focus of the act from 
the South to the nation at large 
was never even offered during 
the brief subcommittee session. 


Chairman 
Emanuel 
Cefler, 
D-N.Y., said approval of the 
1965 act extension was by “over­ 
whelming” voice vote. The full 
Judiciary Committee is also ex­ 
pected to approve the bill when 
it considers it next week. 


Meanwhile, a Negro leader 
told the Senate constitutional 
rights subcommittee that the 
administration's proposed legis­ 
lation could tie Congress up in a 
struggle lasting beyond the ex­ 
piration of the present law.

tive,” Clarence Mitchell, direc­ 
tor of the Washington office of 
the NAACP, told the Senate 
group. 


He said the administration is 
saying that Congress has the 
power to prohibit voter literacy 
tests by the states even where 
racial discrimination is not a 
factor. Mitchell said he is de­ 
lighted that the administration 
is “thinking along these lines,” 
but he said it departs from what 
is settled law and thus opens up 
a whole new battle front. 


He added that it could bring 
on a struggle in Congress that 
would last beyond the Aug. 6, 
1970 
expiration 
date 
of 
the 
present voting rights law. 


In the House, the full Judi­ 
ciary Committee win take up 
the legislation next Tuesday.

Long-standing complaints — 
unrealistic parking, 
bulkhead, 
pierhead and density require­ 
ments — were heard again last 
night by the Sausalito Planning 
Commission in the third public 
hearing on the latest central 
waterfront proposal. 


The commission continued the 
public h e a r i n g to 8 p.m. 
Wednesday in city hall without 
taking action of any of last 
night’s discussion. 


However, the commission did 
ask planning director H. Eric 
B o r g w a r d t t o prepare com­ 
ments on the plan with particu­ 
lar thought to complaints raised 
by property owners involved. 
Borgwardt said he would have 
the report ready “by the time 
the 
commission 
is ready to 
make recommendations to the 
council — in a few weeks.” 


Property owners unanimously 
decried planning consultant Wil­ 
liam E. Spangle’s recommenda­ 
tions, presented in May, for 
densities which would limit the 
total commercial space in the 
plan 
area — downtown 
t h e 
waterfront and Caledonia Street 
— 
t o 
approximately 
900,000 
square feet of useable space. 


Since most of the downtown 
area is already highly devel­ 
oped, the limitation would par­ 
ticularly hit the relatively unde­ 
veloped waterfront area. 


Architect Rene L. Cardinaux, 
representing 
S a m 
Zakasian. 
said, 
once 
again, 
that such 
strict densities would cause a 
quality development to be eco­ 
nomically unfeasible thus forc­ 
ing cheap construction with no 
amenities for the city. 
Spangle said the densities had 
been revised to half of some 
suggested earlier in the year 
“because when we studied it 
further we discovered we had 
made a mistake with the higher 
densities.” 
He said limited parking and 


traffic congestion made the low­ 
er densities necessary. 
Cardinaux and attorney Hugh 
G. Lawrence, representing Mad­ 
den and Lewis and the Sausalito 
Yacht Harbor, both questioned 
the accuracy of Spangle’s park- 
| ing allocations. 
' 
In particular, Lawrence said 
that out of 1.500 parking spaces 
required for Madden properties 
by Spangle, only 650 would be 
necessary based on actual plans 
for the area. 
Spangle conceded that in par­ 
ticular instances, motels for ex­ 
ample, the p a r k i n g require­ 
ments might be less but noted 
that the general formula of one 
space for each 300 feet of usea­ 
ble floor area had been used, 
“ as an average.” 
“ If traffic is so bad.” Law­ 
rence said, “perhaps Humboldt 
Street ought to be developed to 
provide some relief.” 
Lawrence asked the commis­ 
sion to “ seriously consider” the 
question of whether Humboldt 
should be developed, noting that 
, the street would bring those 
driving through the city “back 
down to the shoreline” in a 
manner similar to the south end 
of Bridgeway. 
Property owners, to a man, 
also complained they had not 
received copies of Spangle’s re­ 
ports enough in advance of the 
public hearings to study them 
properly. Chairman Robert L. 
Nissen p r o m i s e d it wouldn’t 
happen again. 
This commission agreed to dis­ 
cuss the proposed expansion of 
Vina Del Mar Park, and state­ 
ments on street rights-of-way 
and public buildings at next 
week’s meeting.

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ULTIMATE WEAPON 
Do Police Really 


Need Shotguns? 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Po­ 
lice surround a Burbank bar. 
When a burglary suspect tries 
to escape through a window, 
an officer fires. The man falls 
dead... 


A 17-year-old, running down 
a suburban street after wound­ 
ing a housewife with a pistol, 
ignores an order to halt and 
a patrolm an shoots. The youth 
is killed... 


A young mother, after going 
berserk and slaying two chil­ 
dren, runs from a Cudahy home 
and points a gun at a sheriff's 
deputy. He shoots her dead... 
The incidents, all in this area 
this year, have one thing in 
common: 
In 
each 
case 
the 
weapon was a shotgun. 


ULTIMATE WEAPON 
The shotgun loaded with buck­ 
shot, with firepower likened to 
that of a machinegun, has be­ 
come the ultim ate weapon in 
the arsenal of peace officers. 
Like the Colt .45 of frontier 
days, it’s the “ equalizer.” 
A decade 
ago few depart­ 
ments had shotguns as standard 
equipment in squad cars. Now 
they’re 
common. 
And 
being 
used. Some jurisdictions even 
employ sawed-off models, dead­ 
lier due to wider spread of pel­ 
lets. 
What is the shotgun’s role in 
law enforcement? Most depart­ 
m ents say they should be used 
only when an officer feels his 
life, or the life of an innocent 
person, 
is 
threatened. 
Some 
agencies have detailed shotgun 
manuals. Others leave use to 
the discretion of the officer. 
In the Burbank bar shooting 
the suspect was unarm ed. A 
coroner’s jury called the shot­ 
gun death justifiable homicide. 
Because the weapon 
is so 
awesome, there can be strong 
reaction to its use in some situ­ 
ations. 


DEATH, OUTCRY 
After a sheriff’s deputy killed 
with 
buckshot 
a 
“ People’s 
P ark ” dem onstrator during riot­ 
ing at Berkeley there were pro­ 
tests and demonstrations from 
groups across the country. The 
deputy said the young man was 
throwing objects into a crowd 
from atop a building. There 
were protests too over use of 
birdshot for crowd control in 
the 
sam e 
riot. 
The 
lighter 
weight pellets wounded scores 
and one youth was blinded. 
The California Highway P a­ 
trol’s 33-page Shotgun Training 
Manual says, after noting that 
an officer’s pistol is prim arily 
for defense: “ The shotgun is 
prim arily a weapon of offense... 
only brought into use in situa­ 
tions where its imminent use 
is anticipated. 
“The shotgun has a distinct 
psychological effect on persons 
who believe it may be used 
against them. The muzzle of 
the weapon, when viewed in the 
hands of a police officer, may 
look as big as the open end 
of an em pty oil drum . This 
psychological 
effect 
can, 
in 
m any instances, be used to good 
advantage without need of actu­ 
al firing.” 
The manual says the shotgun 
finds its best use in such sit­ 
uations as roadblocks, prison es­ 
capes and searches for known 
felons. 
The standard weapon is 12 
gauge, carried in patrol cars 
with four rounds in the m aga­ 


zine and the cham ber empty. 
Each round contains nine pea- 
size lead pellets, any of which 
can kill. 


“ When used as an anti-per­ 
sonnel weapon, the 12 gauge 
shotgun with buckshot is a sure 
hitter and an effective man- 
stopper as compared with other 
police firearm s,” says the Calif­ 
ornia manual. 


“ At close range no other po­ 
lice arm matches its shocking 
power...It need hot be precisely 
aimed, but may be only pointed 
...The shotgun has a dangerous 
range of % mile. The shot pat­ 
tern at this range can cover 
an area up to 200 yards in 
width. For this reason, extrem e 
caution must be used in popu­ 
lated areas.” 


The manual warns, too, of 
firing at a felon in an auto­ 
mobile — “ buckshot can smash 
through an automobile body... 
and cause injury or death to 
all occupants.” 
The manual adds: “ Another 
common misconception is that 
projectiles come out of the muz­ 
zle in a spray without direction. 
On the contrary, the 12 gauge 
shotgun is an extrem ely accur­ 
ate and dependable weapon at 
close range with buckshot.” 
Some peace officers favor the 
weapons as much for their repu­ 
tation as their firepower. 


‘GREAT FEAR’ 
“The sound of a shotgun be­ 
ing cocked,” says Sgt. Don Mc­ 
Clelland, training officer at the 
Los Angeles Police Academy, 
“can inspire great fear.” 
Says Police Chief Elm er Bris­ 
coe of Reno, Nev., where they 
use the sawed-off models: “ If 
you show a shotgun to a person 
he 
generally 
comes 
to 
a 
screeching halt. You can miss 
with a handgun, but you don’t 
miss with shotguns. A shotgun 
is a lot more effective weapon, 
if you have to use a weapon.” 
Carson County, Nev., Sheriff 
Robert 
Humphrey comments: 
“ My own preference is the shot­ 
gun, simply because psycholog­ 
ically it has a tremendous ef­ 
fect. Everybody knows what a 
12 gauge will do. Also, it doesn’t 
take a whole lot of sophisticated 
training for a m an to be able 
to use it with a fair degree 
of accuracy.” 
Oakland Police Chief Charles 
R. Gain says most squad cars 
in his city are manned by one 
officer, and one man with a 
shotgun is two or three times 
as effective as one m an with 
a handgun. 
In San Diego, shotguns are 
available, but only supervisors 
can 
determ ine 
whether 
an 
em ergency is serious enough so 
they should be carried. In San 
Diego County, undersheriff Bill 
Woods says, “ We don’t pull a 
shotgun unless they are thugs 
who really mean to kill you.” 
He recalls deputies once killed 
with 
shotguns 
two 
men who 
burst from a hotel after an arm ­ 
ed robbery, guns blazing. 


USE SPREADS 
In 
Los 
A n g e l e s 
County, 
there’s 
a 
shotgun 
under the 
front seat in every sheriff’s pa­ 
trol car. In rural Hemet, there’s 
a shotgun in the trunk of each 
of the town’s two squad cars. 
In posh Beverly Hills, new po­ 
lice chief Joseph Kimble has 
recommended shotguns for pa­ 
trol cars, but finances are hold­ 
ing him up.

“The 
increasing 
violence 
everywhere has splashed over 
into Beverly Hills,” he says. 
Even fire departm ents pack 
shotguns in some cities, partic­ 
ularly those where rioting has 
occurred. San Bernardino May­ 
or A1 C. Ballard says: 
“ We 
haven’t had a bit of trouble 
since we equipped the Fire De­ 
partm ent with them three years 
ago, and that speaks for itself.” 
The guns aren’t carried on 
rigs, however, and Ballard says 
they might be used only in cas­ 
es where firemen were fired 
upon or stoned. He has been 
criticized by professional fire 
fighter 
associations, 
Ballard 
says, “but they're not running 
the city, I am .” 
In the city of Los Angeles, 
a 
proposal 
to equip firemen 
with shotguns died after being 
criticized by various officials. 
Even 
security 
guards use 
shotguns. At Pepperdine College 
in Los Angeles a guard shot 
and killed a teen-ager this year 
during a night cam pus confron­ 
tation with a group of young 
basketball players. The case is 
in the courts. And the school 
has now outlawed shotguns for 
its sm all security staff. 
There are tim es when a shot­ 
gun is out of place, says Capt. 
Paul Bratsch of the Los An­ 
geles sheriff’s training 
acad­ 
emy. “ You wouldn’t want it 
in a superm arket or a crowded 
place where some innocent by­ 
stander could get hurt.” 


And, observes a highway pa­ 
trolman, “ I don't think the pub­ 
lic would stand for an officer 
getting out of his car arm ed 
with a shotgun to write out a 
speeding ticket.”

The t h r e e - y e a r $1 million 
study of 4.000 drug preparations 
— 85 per cent of them prescrip­ 
tion. 15 per cent sold over the 
counter — was released yester­ 
day by the Food and Drug Ad- 
i ministration. The drugs repre­ 
sent 80 per cent of the total sold. 
Seven per cent of the drugs 
were found totally ineffective 
“for all cited claims.” Others 
were found effective for only 
some of the diseases for which 
effectiveness was claimed. 
Two-thirds of the drugs were 
found to have labels that “were 
poorly organized, repetitive, out 
of date, evasive and promotion- 
| ally oriented,” the study said.

Closing Of Campsites 


On Tam Criticized 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors was asked yester­ 
day to reprimand the state De­ 
partment of Parks and Recrea­ 
tion for closing parts of Mount 
Tamalpais State Park tk camp­ 
ers while failing to provide re­ 
placement sites. 
Pierre W. Joske. director of 
county parks and recreation, 
presented a letter to the parks 
and recreation commission from 
Robert B. Hatch, district super­ 
intendent of the state depart­ 
ment, in which Hatch said the 
recent closing of the Pan Toll 
and Bootjack campgrounds to 
overnight camping was due to 
vandalism, thefts and loitering 
by undesirables. 
‘The closing is not so deplora- 


, ble because of the problems,” j 
I Joske said, ‘‘but the fact is that 
; there are no plans for any new 
campsites in Marin.’’ 
A total of 25 campsites was 
i closed as a result of the state's 
action. 
Joske said he was concerned 
over an apparent shift away 
from development of camping 
facilities toward construction of 
regional day parks close to met­ 
ropolitan areas. 
He said also that “ there were 
priorities in Sacramento, and 
obviously parks is not one of 
them.” 
Joske told the commission he 
had written a critical letter to 
William Penn Mott, state parks 
and recreation director, but the 


commission felt that the board 
of supervisors should write one, 
too.

WASHINGTON - Sen Ever­ 
ett McKinley Dirksen, the 73- 
vear-old sonorously mellifluous 
R e p u b 1 i c a n floor leader, is 
going out of his way these days 
to refer to his much younger Il­ 
linois GOP colleague with sig­ 
nificant sardonic indulgence. 
There is good reason for that. 
Between Dirksen. a fourth- 
| term veteran, and Sen. Charles 
Percy, 50-year-old first-termer, 
there has long been a barely 
concealed backstage feud. They 
have widely differed on issues, 
legislation, politics and patron­ 
age. 
Currently, this last is now 
playing into Dirksen s hands. 
A Percy choice for a prize ap- 
i pointment —a seat on the U.S. 
Court of Appeals — turned it 
down because of “ pressing com- 
| mitments to his law firm.” But 
insiders attribute still another 
reason for the declination. They 
say Charles Bane, prominent 
Chicago lawyer, would have run 
head-on into torrid confirmation 
opposition due to a racial inci­ 
dent. 
It involved the. denial of an 
apartment to a Jewish family in 
the East Lakeshore Drive coop­ 
erative where Bane lives. 
For public consumption. Per­ 
cy is regretting Bane's with­ 
drawal. In a press release, Per­ 
cy characterized Bane as a dis­ 
tinguished lawyer who would 
h a v c made “ an outstanding 
judge.” But privately, he is ob­ 
viously embarrassed. 
Before Percy can get approv­ 
al for another selection for this 
patronage plum, he has to get 
Dirksen's nod. In other words. 
Dirksen now wields a veto over 
Percy. 
That's a complete reversal in 
position. 
A few' months ago, Dirksen 
wanted another Chicago attor­ 
ney, John Bicklev, named U.S. 


attorney. Bickley belongs to the 
Dirksen wing ot 
the Illinois 
GOP. Percy, who lists himself 
as a “ liberal.” let it be known 
he would vigorously oppos e 
Bickley 
—if necessary would 
block him on the ground he was 
"personally obnoxious.” 
The White House immediately 
backed off. Not wanting to get 
i n v o l v e d in the acrimonious 
rowing between the two Illinois­ 
ans. it held up filling this job 
until they could get together on 
a selection. 
When that will be is conjectur­ 
al. 
But Dirksen “ has a hunch” it 
will be a lot sooner than it 
might have been before Percy's 
embarrassment over the Bane 
affair. As one Senate Republi­ 
can. on good terms with both of 
t h e m. chucklingly remarked, 
“ Percy now has to do business 
with E\. and he'll get around to 
doing it in short order. That's 
politics and lie knows it. As the 
old saying goes, 
‘There are 
times when you have to rise 
above principle’.” 
Percy, 
politically ambitious 
(in 1968 he was an avowed vice 
presidential 
aspirant), differs 
with Dirksen on many major is­ 
sues — the Vietnam War, anti- 
ballistic missiles, tough federal 
crackdown on campus disor­ 
ders, which Percy opposes. 
Percy also broke squarely 
with Dirksen over the selection 
of the Senate GOP whip. While 
Dirksen 
backed 
Sen. 
Reman 
Hruska, Neb., Percy voted for 
Sen. Hugh Scott. Pa., who won.

New University Center 
To Probe Into The Mind 


SAN DIEGO -- 
Knowledge problems,*’ Mandler observed, 
which will help man ' to learn 
for long-term memory, he 
better, teach better, and think said it is clear that man stores 
better*’ is the ultimate goal of 
University ot California at San 
Diego's new Center for Human 
Information Processing. 
The center's d i r e c t o r . Dr. 
George Mandler. professor of 
psychology, says the new facili­ 
ty will operate as the psycholo­ 
gy department’s basic research 
arm, concentrating on such 
fundamental questions as: 
How’ does the mind work? 
How do we develop intellec­ 
tual skills? 
How does the mind receive 
and store information? 
How is sensory information 
registered? 
How does the mind recall data 
when needed? 
How does it assemble bits of 
Information in reaching a con­ 
clusion or making a decision? 
Though the center has been in 
UCSD's plans for two years, it 
did not become a functioning 
reality until last month with - e- 
ceipt of a $91,000 grant from the 
U. S. Department of Health. Ed­ 
ucation and Welfare to fund the 
first year of a projected five- 
year program. 
O p e r a t i n g temporarily in 
Urey Hall, the center eventual­ 
ly will occupy 10.000 square feet 
of laboratory space on Muir 
Campus when Muir is complet­ 
ed in 1970.1 
An example of the phenomena 
to be explored, said Mandler. is 
the difference between short- 
and long-term memory.

B E R K E L E Y — Smoking is 
not only hazardous to health. It 
is often fatal to thousands of 
members of California’s wildlife 
family, and adds to the destruc­ 
tion of nearly 40.000 acres o f, 
beautiful and valuable timber 
and wildland annually. 
A look at the destructive pow­ 
er of forest fires and a study of 
forest fire loss figures reveal 
that smoking is the main cause 
of forest fires in the state, re­ 
ports Ed Gilden. University of 
California Agricultural 
Exten­ 
sion 
forester, 
stationed

Berkeley, who suggests the fol­ 
lowing safety measures: 
“ 1. When smoking in your 
automobile, camper, or truck, 
always use the ash tray. Never, 
but never, throw burning mate­ 
rial out the window while you 
are traveling. 
“ 2. In the woods or grassy 
areas, smoke only when stop- j 
ping in a safe place. Clear a 
space free of flamable material, 
drop your ashes or cigaret butts 
there, and cover them with soil. 
“ 3. Be sure your match is out. 
Then rub the match head be­ 
tween your fingers. It is safer to 
use

if you

smoke. 
“ 4. Don't let your children 
play with matches.” 
In Gilden*s words. “ We have 
wildfires mainly because of peo­ 
ple.” Last year, in California, 
too many people took chances 
or were careless, and 7.200 fires 
resulted.

U.S. Maintaining Over 


2,000 Bases Overseas

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
-T h e 
United States now has 2,170 
military bases overseas. Ques­ 
tions are being asked both in 
Congress and in the administra­ 
tion as to whether all of them 
are really needed. 
The bases cover a total land 
area 
of 
4,000 
square 
miles. 
They are located in 29 foreign 
countries, the Panam a Canal 
Zone, Puerto Rico, Guam, the 
U.S. Pacific Trust Territories 
and the Ryukyu Islands. 
Last fiscal year they cost 
$13.5 billion to operate. 
A Senate Foreign Relations 
Subcommittee headed by Sen. 
Stuart Symington, D-Mo., re­ 
cently sent staff investigators 
to inspect U.S. bases in Europe 
and the Mediterranean. 
“ In 
almost 
every 
country 
visited, 
they 
found 
military 
facilities whose original mission 1 
had long since faded,” Syming-1 
ton says. 
Sen. J. William Fulbright, D- 
Ark., 
says 
much 
of 
the 
overseas base structure is a 
“ hangover 
from 
World 
War 
II” 
which 
remains 
through 
“ inertia.” 
According to the Pentagon, 
343 of the bases are “ m ajor” 


and 1,927 are “ minor.” It had 
no precise definitions of these

In essence, it says that the 
extent of U.S. 
bases abroad 
depends on what foreign policy 
this 
country 
chooses. 
It ex­ 
amines base requirements and 
costs of a range of alternative

“ world policeman” and “ for­ 
tress America.” The report is 
still secret. 
Further study has been done 
as part of a report by Deputy 
Defense Secretary David Pack­ 
ard to the National Security 
Council on non-nuclear forces at 
home and abroad.

Merrie Olde England ^remT°" Finds 
^ 
New Tenants 
Ignores 20th Century 


LONDON 
(U P I)—The 
20th \ between 
Century stops at the border of a 
140-square mile wood area in 
southwest England. 
It still is called the New 
Forest, although it was given 
its 
name 
by 
William 
the 
Conqueror nearly 900 years ago. 
The 40.000 inhabitants of New 
Forest, under protection of the 
crown, have their own laws and 
their own names for things. For 
example, 
forest 
rangers 
are 
called “ agisters,” and laws are 
called “ commons.” They even 
have their own court and their 
own capital. 
One 
particular 
law, 
called 
“ The Common of Mast,” gives 
New Forest dwellers the right 
to turn pigs loose to forage for 
acorns. 
“ The Commons of Estover” 
gives them the right to cut a 
specified quantity of wood from 
the forest. The wood, however, 
must be used at a house in the 
forest. 
New 
Forest 
law 
allows 
anyone to take wood “ by hook 
or by crook,” meaning that one 
is entitled to any fallen wood 
that 
can 
be 
picked 
up 
or 
separated from trees without 
cutting. This right also applies 
to the picking of wild fruit and 
the Use of running water. 
“ Rights of Turbary” permits 
the cutting of turf, for burning 
on the cottage hearth. Some 
cottages have a right to as 
many as 2.000 turves a year. 
Another law gives a man the 
right to a home if he can build 
it in one day and have a fire in 
the hearth 
by 
the following 
morning. 
The 
f o r e s t 
has 
hardly 
changed its appearance since 
the 
days 
of 
William 
the 
Conqueror, who turned it into 
his hunting ground and also 
gave it its name in 1079. 
It was here in the glades, 
moors and marshes that his 
son, William Rufus, or William 
II, was killed by an assassin’s 
arrow. Henry V III used New 
Forest oak trees to build his 
navy, as did Queen Elizabeth I. 
New Forest timber carried Sir 
Francis Drake and Sir Walter 
Raleigh on their voyages of 
discovery and helped sink the 
Spanish Armada in 1588. 
The forest is the home of the 
New Forest pony descendants 
of 
the 
original 
small 
hardy 
horses of ancient Britain. 
Residents of the forest pay 
pony fees to an “ agister” who 
tailmarks the animal and then 
gives the money to the clerk of 
the verderers. 
Several 
times 
a 
year the 
forest verderers hold session in 
the 900-year-old court of Swain­ 
mote at Lyndhurst, the forest 
“ capital.” It is in this court, 
which once had powers of life 
and death, that all disputes

Invade Cliveden Home 


MAIDENHEAD. E n g l a n d 
(U PB—The new “ Cliveden set” 
is made up of 80 Stanford 
University undergraduates. 
At a cost of around $5,000 a 
year. Stanford has taken a 21- 
vcar lease on the very stately 
home of Cliveden beside the 
River Thames as an overseas 
campus. 
The American youngsters live 
In 
the 
balustraded 
mansion 
where kings, queens and high 
society have gone before them. 
They 
study 
liberal 
arts 
in 
rooms where the Astor family 
held court. They hold discus­ 
sions in others that echoed the 
talk 
of the 
weekend 
house 
parties of the famous “ Cliveden 
set” 
of the 
1930‘s, 
accused 
through 
their 
influence 
in 
politics and journalism of a 
hand i>i World War II because 
they supported 
the 
appease­ 
ment of Hitler. 


USE K EELER POOL 
And through the summer’s 
warm 
weather,

Americans will use the swim­

where 
Christine 
Keeler took a nude dip that 
fateful day of July 8. 1961, when 
a government scandal began 
over 
her 
acquaintance 
with 
John Profumo, then British war 
minister. 
The new Cliveden set strolls 
over rolling lawns and sweeping 
drives 
where 
in 
the 
18th 
Century the Duke of Bucking­ 
ham duelled with the Duke of 
Shrewsbury; where a cricket 
ball killed Frederick, prince of 
Wales, in 1751. 
The house, which burnt down 
and was rebuilt a century ago. 
was bought by William Waldorf 
Astor in 1893. who became a 
viscount when he gave up his j 
American citizenship. 
Several afternoons a week, 
the students share with tourists 
the gracious grounds and four 
main rooms of the house filled 
with suits of armor, tapestries 
on the walls, wood carvings on 
the ceiling and portraits of the 
Astor family. 
A condition of the lease that I 
the National Trust granted to 
Stanford was for the house to 
remain open to the public. The 
trust 
signed thankfully 
after 
taking three years to find a 
tenant that fulfilled the will of 
the 
2nd 
Viscount 
Astor. 
Tn 
giving the house to the trust, he 
stipulated its use for Anglo- 
American purposes. 
NEAR LONDON

field trips to continental cities 
and spending money.

Docker, two American profes­ 
sors in architecture and psycho­ 
logy, 
two English tutors 
in 
history 
and 
politics, 
plus 
visiting lecturers invited from 
British universities. They teach 
four davs a week.
